Towns are similar to human beings 
insofar as some are Yorn kickers and 
others acquire the ‘habit of kicking 
and keep it up just 80 long as dust 
can be found on ‘their’ streets. Such 
is the case with the fair city of Red 
Deer and its hockey supporters. They 
are so in the habit of kicking and 
raising a howl. about. everything 
that occurs contrary to their wishes 
in the line of sport=that they have 
drawn the contempt of all the towns 

along the line upon themselves. 

According to the ‘president of the 
Red Deer hockey eld his team has 
never lost a game because of the su- 
perior playing of an opposing team. 
It has been always the fault of the 
referee, the goal judge, or the fact 


that the opposing team scored fluky 


goals. Never, according to him, has 
the members of his; team received 
the benefit of any breaks in the game. 
So, in order that the Wetaskiwin 
hockey team—“that bunch of horse- 
shoe wearers and rabbit-foot custod- 
ians’—may be held-up in their hurry 
to take over the Driard Shield, em- 
blematic of the championship of the 
Big Five league, the:Red Deer club 
is formally protesting Wetaskiwin’s 
win in the final two-game round to 
decfde the league winners. 

In the game here on, Thursday night 
last, Wetaskiwin emerged with a one 
goa! lead, the final score at the end 
of tne 60 minutes play reading Wetas- 
kiwin 2, Red Deer 2.- Red Deer was 
quite satisfied with that game, inas- 
much as Wetaskiwin ‘had drawn pen- 
alties to the extent of'6 minutes while 
Red Deer had received only 1 minute. 
Also their goal judge was able to 
resist the temptation: of putting up 
his hand when Dubué played a shot 
on the Red Deer goal that passed clear 
through the net and «which, if count: 
ed, would have swelled the Wetaski- 
win lead to two goals instead of one. 

In the final-game:at Red Deer on 
Saturday night the Bical boys. were 
able to hold their own and during the 
first period scored two goals to Red 
Deer’s one. In the second period the 
play was even and the scoring like- 
wise, each team getting a counter 
with the result that at the beginning 
of the third period the score read: 
Wetaskiwin 8, Red Deer 2. And on 
the round Wetaskiwin 6, Red Deer 4. 

The Red Deer sextette finding that 
the Driard Shield was slowly slipping 
out of their grasp commenced — to 
rough things and after about twelve 
minutes of play, Malcolm, who had 
been playing a questionable brand of 
hockey during the whole evening, pok- 
ed Brown, of Wetaskiwin in the face. 
Brown retaliated. Referee Cook rang 
his bell and proceeded to part the 
fistic participants. All the other 
players crowded about except Carpen- 
ter, a Red Deer defence man. He 
seized the loose puck, and skating 
down, planted it in the empty Wetas- 
kiwin net and came over to Referee 
Cook, claiming that Cook had not 
rung his bell, and that his bit of work 
should count as a score. Referee 
Cook rightfully did not allow it to 
stand as a goal and faced the puck 
where the fracas had occurred — in- 
stead of at centre ice. Shortly after, 
Wetaskiwin scored on an _ offside, 
which was disallowed. About three 
minutes before the end of the game, 
Red Deer scored, making the score 
read Wetaskiwin 3, Red Deer 3. No 
more scoring was done and Referee 
Cook declared that Wetaskiwin had 
won the round by the score of 6 to 5, 
and were therefore the winners of the 
Driard Shield. 

Red Deer bases their protest on the 
fact that Red Decr spectators claim 
they did not hear the referees’ bell 
ring before Carpenter placed the dis- 
allowed goal in the Wetaskiwin net.

The reason why so many of the 
24,000,000 farmers in the United 
States are going out of business is 
because they cling to the U.S. tradi- 
tion of individuality and refuse ‘to 
erganize. “When the farmer sells” 
says Senator Capper of Kansas “he 
sells to an organized market—a mar- 
ket organized to make speculative 
profits. When he goes into the mar- 
ket to buy, he buys from an organized 
market. The farmers’ is the only 
unorganized group in a highly organ- 
ized business and industrial commun- 
ity. Because he lacks organization, 
because he lacks a voice in the sale 
value of his commodities, the farmer 
gets but seven and a half billion dol- 
lars for products for which the con- 
sumer pays twenty-two and a half bil- 
lions. For speculators, middlemen, 
and transportation to collect a toll 
of $15,000,000,000 on that for which 
the farmer gets but $7,500,000,000 is 
a tragic absurdity.” Every Alberta 
farmer should join the wheat pool, 
and thus pave the way for better 
grain prices. A canvas for new mem- 
bers takes place throughout the pto- 
vince from March 17 to 31. 


U.S. as Consumer 


Of Our Wheat 


The disclosures arising out of the 
investigation of the United States 
tariff commission of relative costs of 
producing wheat in the United States 
and Canada, indicate that the Cana- 
dian farmer can produce wheat far 


ras | 
more cheaply than can the farmer in 


the United States. Larger yields per 
acre, lower taxation and lower freight 
rates, resulted, in the year 1923, 
the Canadian farmer being able to 
produce a bushel of wheat for 46 cents 
less than the United States farmer. 


| 
It was shown that on an eleven year 


average the production cost of a bus- 
hel of wheat in the United States 


was $1.58 as against $1.22 in Canada| Then away over the meadow it capers| 


and that in 1928, while it cost the 


United States farmer $1.49 to produce | 


a bushel of wheat,,the Canadian far- 
mer was able to produce it for $1.03. 
Canadian farmers can get their wheat 
to its outlet very much more cheaply 
than can United States farmers, The 
average cost of wheat transportation 
in the United States is 1 cent for 37 
miles, while in Canada a bushel can 
be carriedd for 66 miles for the same 
cent. The average price of all land 
both cultivated and uncultivated in 
the United States is $69.38 an acre, 
whereas the average price of farm 
land actually occupied in Canada is 
but $40 per acre over the entire Do- 
minion, The average price of land de- 
voted to wheat growing in the United 
States is $92 per acre and in Canada 
$43 per acre. 
recent years has been higher in Can- 
ada than in the United States. 

Looking to the future of Canadian 
agriculture the figures are encourag- 
ing as illustrating Canada’s ability to 
compete in the wheat and flour mar- 
kets of the world. But they are per- 
haps even more significant as indicat- 
ing that wheat production is being dis- 
couraged in the United States by econ- 
omie conditions and that country, with 
{ts increasing population, will, before 
many years, become an importer rath- 
er than an exporter of wheat and flour, 
and a big market for the Canadian 
farmer.

While yet a lad he witnessed some | 
of the scenes of the siege in 1871 
and remembers the hunger that was 
one sad feature of those stirring | 
times. Mr. Dupart remains the pa. : 
triotic Frenchman, and by virtue of 
his service is always allowed to ab- | 
sent himself on July 14th. the 
French national festival. 

“Paris was terrible then,” com- 
mented Mr. Dupart, “and not like 
the gay city it was to afterwards 
become, so that in 1873 the ‘Canada 
Agent’ there had but little difficul- 
ty in persuading my parents to 
make their way across the Atlantic. 
The ‘Agent’ promised wages of three 
to four dollars a day, but when we 
came we found them only eighty 
cents, and it was great satisfaction 
afterwards to learn that he had been 
sent to jail. We sailed on the Scan- 
dinavian of the old Allan line.” 

Started at Fifteen | 

Dupart, senior, set up a forge in 
Duke street, Montreal, and it was 
iin that sturdy neighborhood that 
{Louis grew up until at the age of 
fifteen, a Mr. Cook, then superin- , 
jtendent of the Y.M.C.A., used his in- ' 
fluence to have him placed at work 
in Bonaventure station. There was

Louis 
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ALBERTA FARM LOANS 


; Herbert Greenfield, premier of Alber- 
ta, declared that Alberta had never 
lost a dollar under its system of guar- 
anteeing bank loans to deserving far- 


mers, The system has now been in 


force for six or seven years and it is 
considered remarkable that the pre- 
mier should be able to make such a 


statement. It is said that bankers are 
inclined to favor the Alberta system, 
considering that it is about as nearly 
perfect as any yet devised. Under the 
plan, residents or farmers in any com- 
munity may join together to form what 
is known as a cooperative credit soc- 
iety. There is always a small capital 
stock, with subscriptions for shares, 
but the society never aims to operate 
at a profit. Each society has a board 
of directors consisting of local men, 
usually prosperous farmers, and upon 
the recommendation of these directors 
loans are made to farmers who are in 
financial assistance. The 
loans are usually for a short term, 
and no attempt is made to finance the 
construction of buildings, the

P ROVISIONS made for the welfare of employecs 

who are temporarily away from their home 
terminals are important factors in the successful 
operation of railroads, particularly in Canada, where 
divisional terminals are often located at small places 
where there is poor accommodat‘on, if any, for the 
transient or periodical visitor, and practically no 
facility for amusement. Few men are satisfied to 
stop over at frequent intervals in places where they 
cannot obtain the ordinary comforts of life, and for 
this reason, to keep its men on the job, as well as 
for the reason that it desires its employees te enjoy 
the advantages of good food, rest and recreation 
whenever possible, the Canadian Pacific Railway 
has very earnestly supported various Raflroad 
Y.M.C.A.’s along its lines. At almost every terminal 
some provision is made for the train crews along 
Y.M.C.A. lines, but the Company has been more 
interested in providing quarters in such places as 
afford no other accommodation, such as White River, 
Chapleau and Cartier, small towns in Ontario, which 
really owe their existence to the fact that they are 
railway divisional points, Altogether ten buildings 
have been given over by the railway company to 
Y.M.C.A. work, and in addition to supplying and 
equipping the buildings, the Canadian Pacific ne 
plies light, heat and repairs and makes a monthly 
grant of money to each. The. Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association operates the building at approximate 
cost, and where a profit is made this is put back into 
the service. 

It is interesting to note, however, that the first 
Y.M.C.A. on Canadian Pacific pe was started by 
the employees and citizens at Revelstoke in 1895. 
This organization did much towards “cleaning up”

the town, and its good work so impressed “he officers 
of the company with its possibilities that at the end 
of one year the building was practically taken over 
by them. This was really the nucleus of the greater 
organization, and Railroad Y’s will now be found at 
Cranbrook, B,.C., Field, B.C., where the Company 
gave the magnificent Mount Stephen House; Kenora, 
Ont., where the second association became establish- 
ed; Ignace, where a splendid new building is in 
course of construction; White River, Chapleau and 
Cartier in Ontario, and Brownville Junction, Maine. 

In most of these places the institution is of civic 
{mportance. Moving picture shows are arranged 
sometimes twice a week, and these are patronized 
by the whole town. Most of the “indoor” entertain- 
ments are open to visitors, but the outdoor sports 
are organized almost solely by and for the railroad 
employees and their families. Tennis, football, base- 
ball and other sports are organized, and Divisional 
tournaments and matches are arranged in which 
both the male and female employees take part. Each 
“Y” jis equipped with bowling alleys and_ billiard 
tables, and competition in these sports is no less keen 
between the various districts and towns. 

The value of the organization cannot be fully 
appreciated by other than those who know its work- 
ings. The engineers and trainmen, after driving 
through the snow and cold, find an open fire, a good 
meal and cheerful companionship awaiting them at 
the end of a journey.@ They can enjoy practically 
all the comforts of a home and the satisfaction which 
this gives them and the general effect it has on the 
morale and well-being of the employees generally, 
amply compensates the Company for its rather heavy 
expenditures,
